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THE PRESERVATION OF HEALTH. 


Hatt is certainly one of the most precious as it is one of the most essential 
of blessings. Few fn. > really appreciate it until it begins to wane, and 
incipient ailments threaten them with its total loss. Many persons waste 
their energies in their comparative youth by indulging in pernicious practices, 
such as late hours, using intoxicating drinks, chewing or smoking tobacco, 
encouraging irregular habits ; besides improper diet, alternate gormandizing 
and prolonged fastings, together with all such vices as tend to weaken and 
destroy the nervous system. Some overtax their muscular—others their 
brain power. Wild and foolish wrestling, straining, lifting, tossing and 
tumbling are frequent causes of great physcal distress in after years, when 
wily disease begins to seek the weakest spot in the human organism. It is 
well known to the medical faculty, that some men are broken down constitu- 
tionally at middle age as much as others are in comparatively advanced years. 
A physician once said, “some men areas old at forty as others are at sixty,” 
and there is little doubt but he spoke the truth. Age can scarcely be judged 
by years in all cases. Other things must be taken into consideration. Con- 
stitution, training, habits, care, pursuits, and diet must all be ascertained and 
brought into the scale, before a correct judgment can be rendered in any 
given case. 

A good constitution alone is not always a guarantee of good health through 
life, although much depends on this as a foundation for longevity. But it is 
frequently the case that persons place so much confidence in their strength 
of constitution that they trespass against all the rules of regimen and hygiene, 
and violate their organisms in almost every conceivable manner, as if to test 
their endurance to its utmost capacity. In this way many a constitution, 
originally sound, is broken down before the meridian of life is reached. The 
network of the nervous system weakened by alcohol or narcotics, the mind 
enfeebled by dissipation, the body emaciated by abuse, some have reached 
the summit of life’s hill in comparative youth, and are prepared for a rapid 
descent toward an untimely grave. Many are the er which might be 
cited to illustrate this branch of our subject. 

On the other hand, there are persons who having felt their lack of consti- 
tutional vigor, take pains to preserve their health by proper living. And 


there are cases where by strict temperance, due regard to diet, judicious 
exercise, suitable and timely rest, and care for the body in every particular, 
persons of naturally weak organization, have become quite robust and healthy. 
Many of these have lived to a great age and remained hearty in after life,

tained during his life to that time. It appears that in his 152nd- year, he 
went up to London to exhibit himself to the king, and being tempted by the 
luscious viands which the royal hospitality laid before him, he was taken ill 
and died soon after of plethora. At the post mortem examination his internal 
organs were found to be in excellent condition, and it is thought he might 
have lived much longer had it not been for violating his former abstemious 
rules of diet. 

The Latter-day Saints have ante the word of the Lord on the subject 
of eating and drinking, in the revelation called the Word of Wisdom. Great 
promises are therein made to those who will adhere to the counsel given on 
this important subject, and we.would call attention to the same and suggest 
the nuiversal reading and regard of that precious revelation from God. And 
we would ‘urge upon the young to preserve their health while its glow is in 
their cheeks, by strictly adhering to the counsel of experience, and the blessed 
instructions of God’s servants. Avoid all reckless overtaxing of your bodies, 
retire early and arise in good season, and shun. the wicked practices which 
prevail in the midst of Babylon. Keep your bodies pure before God, seek 
Him for wisdom that you muy prevail against temptations, and live each day 
with due regard to the future.
